Rayleigh astronomer Royston Dean, 
from the Astronomy Resource Centre 
in Hawkwell. is baffled by the sightings. 

He said: “I am at a loss to explain 
them. The second one could be the 
comet which is in the north-west, but I 
just don’t know. It's a mystery." 

• A once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
clearly see the comet is being offered 
by the centre in Hawkwell for the next 
few nights. 

Anyone interested in a closer look 
at the comet is more than welcome to 
go down to the Centre and use their 
telescope.

In a programme to be shown oi 
BBC 2 next month, the offlcla 
reveals how some case reports c 
UFOs over Britain consist- 
ently defy rational 
explanation. 
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Pilots’ close encounter 

A British Airways 
passenger jet encountered 
an unidentified flying object 
In an incident last year that 
has left aviation experts 
baffled. The fast-travelling, 
wedge-shaped UFO was 
spotted by Captain Roger 
Wills and co-pilot Mark 
Stewart as their Boeing 737 
approached Manchester 
airport . 

The pilots filed a formal 
near-miss report, and Capt 
Wills was certain it was a 
solid object and not a bird, 
balloon or kite. An official 
report was at a loss to 
explain the incident, saying 
visibility was good and that 
air traffic controllers had 
seen nothing on radar. 


Last night, a BBC source 
said the programme, UFOs 
— Britain’s Secret Flies, 
would shock sceptics. 

‘It becomes apparent there 
are now people at the high¬ 
est levels of the Government 
who have not discounted 
the possibility of life on 
other planets.’ he added. 
The programme also fea¬ 
tures a former head of a 


Government UFO monitor¬ 
ing unit confirming reports 
of craft moving at huge 
speeds. ‘We had radar 
reports of objects travelling 
at 4,000mph across the 
North Sea into British air¬ 
space — objects as big as 
battleships,’ he reveals. 

An incident in which two 
fighter planes were scram¬ 
bled over East Anglia on the 
night of August 13, 1956 to 
Intercept a UFO Is 


Investigated. Surviving crew 
members Insist they had a 
‘close encounter*. 

A BBC spokesman said: 
‘The MoD finally concede 
that they remain “totally 
open-minded" about extra¬ 
terrestrial life forms.’ 

However, a Ministry 
spokesman poured scorn on 
the cl aims , adding: ‘We have 
one person in the RAF secre¬ 
tariat answering inquiries 
about UFOs — that’s it.’

S ECRETS of the Paranor¬ 
mal (BBC2 Thursday

A UFO investigator has dis¬ 
covered what caused a 
strange pulsating light in the 
sky over Yeovil on Sunday 
evening. 

Two members of the pub¬ 
lic contacted RNAS Yeovil- 
ton last week after spotting 
the weird phenomenon. 

One man said he saw the 
pulsating light throughout 
his journey from his parent's 
home at Devizes to Stoke- 
sub-Hamdon. 

But an investigator for the 
British UFO Research 
Association said this week: 
“Most UFO sightings have 
an explanation. 

“We have consulted astro¬ 
nomical records - in this case 
the first thing the man saw 


was Venus which is extreme¬ 
ly bright in the Western sky 
iu the evening. 

“It is second in brightness 
after the moon. 

“When he got home and 
saw it in a different direction 
over Yeovil Venus had set 
and gone below the horizon 
and it was a star called 
Regulus which is very bright
